GET CRUSHER. 


San Francisco Police Have 
Orders to Corral Them. 


Men in Machines Must Re- 
frain from Flirting. 


Golden Gaté City Joins With 
Los Angeles in Move. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—[Px- 
clisive Dispatch. ] Hereafter the au- 
tomobile masher will not be tolerated 
in San Francisco. The gentry who 
pass their afternoons and evenings 
riding about the streets in open ma- 
chines, flirting at passing women and 
inviting damsels to ride with them, 
have inturred the displeasure of 
Chief of Police D. A. White. As a re- 
sult an edict has gone forth that all 
auto mashers caught in the act of 
annoying women walking on the 
streets are to be arrested and charged 
with disturbing the peace. 

Detectives Thomas Furman and J. 
2 Callaghan, recently appointed by 
Chief White to conduct the crusade 
against white slavery, have been given 
special instructions by the Chief to 
be on the lookout for mashers who 
ride about in automobiles, and to ar- 
rest all offenders. 

“The automobile masher is one of 
the most insulting offenders we have 
to contend with,” said Chief White 
this morning. “Of course, we have 
less aute mobile mashing here than in 
some cities, because most of the time 
our evenings are cold and the men 
who would drive about in their Cars 
for the purpose of flirting with pass- 
ing women, stay off the streets. The 
routing of auto mashers, I think, lies 
within the scope of duty of the men 
on the white slave detail, and they 
have been given orders to arrest this 
class of offenders. They will not be 
tolerated in San Francisco. Every 
man passing in an automobliie as well 
as on foot who is caught filrting with 
a woman, will be arrested. This sort 
of thing will not be tolerated.” 

A similar crusade against auto 
mashers was begun this morning by 
the police of Los Angeles, and San 
Francisco expects to heartily join in 
the good work.

Fortland Banker Joiutly Indicted 

With Wilde Held by Court Not to 

Be Guilty of Crime.

Morris, convicted cashier of the de- 
funct Oregon Trust and Savings 
Bank, who qualified as a witness in

Bodies of iufantry and dragoons 
were stationed a short distance from 
the marquee, in readiness for emer- 
gencies. The police challenged every 
one who tried to pass to the grounds. 
Bands of rowdy youths marched by 
with banners bearing the words 
ae Home Rule; Down with Church- 

Mr. Churchill was greeted with a 
rousing reception from the 6000 per- 
sons in the tent. While rain poured 
through the canvas a band played 
popular airs intermingled with “The 
Wearing of the Green” and the “Boys 
of Wexford.” Mr. Churchill immedi- 
ately got on good terms with his audi- 
ence, promising them that the gov- 
ernment intended to pass a home-rule 
bill which would be harmonious with 
imperial interests, smooth the path 
of the British empire, liberate new 
forces for its service and forever do 
away with the accursed machinery by 
which hatred had been maintained in 
the past.

CONVENTION. 


San Bernardino Will Elect 
Board of Freeholders. 


Santa Fe Preparing Exhibit 
for Orange Show. 


School Children Found to 
Have Physical Defects.

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 8.—([Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Seventy-five dele- 
gates from various points in the coun- 
ty met in convention here today to 
formally launch the proposed county 
charter campaign. The gathering 
adopted a resolution asking the Board 
of Supervisors to call an election of 
thirty freeholders to frame a charter, 
the date of the election to be April 
30. It was decided to nominate can- 
didates for this board of freehold- 
ers two from each of the prominent 
cities of the county and two from each 
supervisoral district. 

The only evidence of ginger in the 
meeting arose over the discussion of 
how San Bernardino's twenty-five del- 
egates should vote in each of the 
three supervisora! districts into which 
the county seat is divided. This 
problem was decided by an agreement 
that the delegates should vote in the 
district In which they reside. 

Chairman W. A. Freemire of On- 
j}tario appointed an Executive Com- 
mittee to call caucuses in the respec- 
tive communities and districts for the 
nomination of freeholder candidates. 
In a lengthy resolution the gathering 
embodied its ideas of what the pro- 
posed charter would accomplish, 
namely, economy in administration, 
direct responsibility of elective offi- 
cers, fewer officials with well-defined 
duties, greater efficiency of subordi- 
nate officials and abolishment of the 
fees system. 

SANTA FE EXHIBIT. 

This morning H. 8. Wall, superin- 
tendent of the Santa Fe shops, met 
with President C. M. Grow of the 
National Orange Show Association to 
stake out the space to be devoted to 
the Santa Fe exhibit. This ts to be 
one of the big feature exhibits. The 
foundation work for the display has 
about been completed at the shops, 
but there yet remains the orange dec- 
orations, which will be placed just 
before the show commences. A huge 
engine, covered with oranges will be 
the display, and much time and work 
is being consumed by the mechanics 
at the shops in the development of 
this idea. 

Next Wednesday the boosters for 
the show. will storm Los Angeles. 
They will make the journey from this 
city in automobiles, possibly 300 or 
more machines being in line. These 
Will be a-flutter with gaudy bunting, 
and screaming with placards an- 
nouncing the show for February 19 
to 24. About all the committeemen 
will join the procession, which prom- 
ises to be the largest automobile 
crowd ever leaving this valley. 

At the site of the show all is fever- 
ish activity. The big tent has been 
erected, and workmen are engaged in 
stringing electric wires, laying water 
mains, building benches, platforms 
and eagerly working out the general 
design of the exhibits. In the crowd 
of mechanics are representatives of 
citrus growing communities from San 
Diego to Fresno, preparing for the ex- 
hibits from their respective localities. 

SHORT CROP. 

That the citrus stock will be short 
before the end of the planting season 
is the report of County Horticultural 
Commissioner 8. A. Pease. Many nurs- 
ery trees are being moved, the setting 
out of new groves in various parts of 
the citrus belt surpassing that of any 
previous season. 

The commissioner has ordered 
fumigation to cease, a petition ask- 
ine for such action having been filed 
with his office, signed by efghty grow- 
ers, and representing 900 acres. He 
states that mechanica! mixtures of oil 
and water applied to trees with «a 
hand pump are not favored, it is 
almost Impossible to keep up nt 
agitation with hand pumps. 

DELAY CONSTRUCTION. . 

Delay has overtaken the construc- 
tion of the high power line being 
bullt across the mountains for the 
Southern Sierras Power Company, 
owing to the failure of the head for- 
ester to issue the necessary permit to 
cross the forest reserve. A temporary 
permit was issued by Forester Char!- 
ton, but work has been stopped 
through the San Francisco office, un- 
til Washington has been heard from. 
A petition was wired te Senator J. D. 
Works, asking that the necessary per- 
mit be rushed. This petition is signed 
by leading bankers, Supervisors and 
newspaper editors. 

STARTLING REPORT. 

The two physical culture directors 
of the city schools have reported to 
the Board of Education on the re- 
sults of physical examinations made 
upon Hi School and grade pupils, 
the results being startling. 

Out of eighty High School boys ex- 
amined, forty-three were found to be 
physically defective, eleven having de- 
fective hearts, nine defective eyes, 
fourteen defective lungs, and among 
the girls, eighteen have defective 
sight, nine are troubled with throat 
defects, six have défective lungs and 
two suffer with heart aliments. In 
the grades the number of defective 
children is even greater. The School 
Board urges greater authority to have 
drastic medical treatment enforced.

\ Women Manifest Unusual Interest 
and Initiated the Movement at 
the Beach—Mayor and Council 
Called Before Grand Jury to Testi- 
fy to Condition of City Jalil. 


SANTA MONICA. Feb. S Mayor 
Dow having appointed a committee 
to investigate the advisability of 
adopting the commission form of gov- 
ernment for this city—the original 
recommendation for this action hav- 
ing emanated from the advisory board 
of women—it followed naturally that 
the women of the beach should dis- 
cuss this question. 

Pursuant to this programme, the 
Pacific City Club this afternoon listen- 
ed to an address by J. J. Hamilton, 
who was a citizen of Des Moines when 
the new charter system was proposed 
for that city and first tried there. 

AFTER MUNICIPAL JAIL. 

City officials spent another. busy 
day before the grand jury and all 
inquiries are met wkh the reply that 
the municipal jail was the object of 
inquisition. It there are delinquin- 
cies of another sort the secret is be- 
ing carefully guarded. No shortages 
in official accounts are known to exist, 
although the expert investigation re- 
cently made involved only the books 
of the Treasurer and Clerk, which 
were found correct. 

Officers conversant with conditions 
at the beach say the criticism made 
against the City Jail is one of senti- 
ment rather than of fact. The jail is 
such in name only. As a matter of 
fact it is nothing more than a re- 
ceiving station and detention camp 
for inebriates. Not once in six months 
is a prisoner confined there longer 
than over night, while it is doubtful 
if since the jail has been bullt a dozen 
prisobers have spent twenty-four con- 
secutive hours there, and there is no 
clear record of any forty-eight hour 
confinements. 

So far as one night stands are con- 


cerned, the officers say the jail is PET 


neither unsanitary nor a menace to 
health or good citizenship, although 
confessedly cold and cheerless and not 
an ideal place for the congregation of 
masses for long periods 

DANGER PAST.

It is possible there may be a necessary change in the name of the 
banking house where payments must be made, but this will not inter-

The couple w arrested on a tele- 
graphic warrant by Deputy Sheriffs 
right and Reynolds at their apart- 
ents, at Forty-ninth street and 
oneta avenue. 
Mrs. Hattie Martin, an elderly wo- 
man, was ill and boarding with Pet- 
tit and his wife at Everett. The 
story as told to the Sheriff's office 
in the communication from the north- 
ern city, is that Pettit, supposed to 
be well-to-do and possessed of an in- 
gratiating manner, induced rs. 
Martin to take her money out of the 
bank and to entrust $2900 of it te 
him. This was done and only a few 
days later he disappeared. It was 
thought he had been made away with. 
Rewards were offered for the capture 
of his “murderers” and the waters of 
the sound near Everett were dragged 
for his corpse. That he was dead 
was universally conceded. 
Then his wife, Mrs. Florence Pet- 
tit, packed up and left home without 
giving any address. Her departure 
was not widely known, but the offi- 
cers thought it suspicious and sent 
out secret circulars. The Sheriff's of- 
fice here identified Pettit and Mrs. 
Pettit as the couple living at Forty- 
ninth street and Moneta avegue, and 
their arrest followed, although for a 
moment it was thought they had es- 
caped. They had only fone on a trip 
to San Diego, however, and returned. 
Pettit denies his guilt but refuses 
to discuss the case. He has engaged 
an attorney, but the latter says the 
couple will not resist the effort to 
take them back to Everett.

One of the largest globular balloons 
ever built in America is now nearing 
completion at Luna Park under the 
direction of C. B. Sanders, a _ vet- 
eran aeronaut and builder of airships, 


assisted by Edward Unger and Lester | 


Irvin, who are also well known for 
their exploits among the clouds. 

Twenty-feur hundred yards of cloth 
of a width of forty inches have been 
ordered for the big “bag,” the cutting 
of which will employ twelve men to- 
day. This cloth is a composition of 
cotton and linen, a tougher and far 
more serviceable material than the 
silk used for many years. One hun- 
dred and seventy thousand feet of gas 
will be required to inflate the bag, 
which will have a circumference of 
342 feet, the lifting power being esti- 
mated at forty pounds to each 1600 
feet of gas. 

The great net now in course of 
construction for the harnessing of the 
gigantic bag or gas envelope is made 
of the finest Italian hemp, having a 
“breaking strain“ of 360 pounds to 
each of ite 674 strings. This will lift 
a passenger basket or car capable of 
accommodating in perfect comfort 
twenty-four passengers — nearly five 
times the number usually taken aloft 
by a captive balloon. One ton and 


a half of sand will be placed in the 


car to regulate the halloon's ascen- 
ns.

ARGUE LI LEMON RATE 
IN COMMERCE COURT. 
Arguments in the injunction case of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, 
Southern Pacifie, Union Pacific, and 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake Railroad Company before the 
Commerce Court from enfpreing the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
order reducing freight rates on Call- 
fornia lemons to eastern destinations 


from $1.15 per hundredweight to 
$1 hundred weight, in 
Washington today. 

T. J orton, who opened the case 


for the plaintiffs, contended that the 
lemon growers, mstead of asking a 
rate of $1, ought to be satisfied they 
do not have to pay $1.25. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion, he sald, had reduced the rates 
on lemons from $1.16 to $1 with no 
reduction in oranges. If, he argued, 
the rate on oranges is $1.15, the rate 
on lemons ought to be at that 
much. 

In shipments, Norton declared, 
there is no difference between lem- 
ons and oranges, except that lemons 
require less refrigeration. Lemons 
produce greater values, he asserted, 
and he said the commission had been 
inconsistent in placing the higher 
freight rate on oranges 

Reverting to icing, Norton gald the 
shippers in presenting their case to 
the commission, had cited facts about 
refrigeration on the northern route 
for application to the southern route 
by which the great bulk of California 
lemons are shipped.

erected at Hayden, only about thirty 
miles west of San Carlos. By this new 
road the journey to Phoenix would 
mean travel of only 166 miles, instead 
of over 400 miles, as at present by way 
of Bowie and Maricopa. 

Still another prospect for outside 
rail connection has opened up within 
the past few weeks. Survers have 
been made from Ray through the 
mountains to Miami. ten miles from 
Globe, for a railroad which would give 
the ores and concentrates of this and 
the Miami district almost direct trans- 
portation to the Hayden smelter. 
There is a local assumption that this 
road will be operated by electricity, 
possibly secured to a large extent from 
the Roosevelt dam, but a more logical 
supposition is that the line will be pro- 
moted by mining interests at Miami 
and Ray and that it would serve as a 
northern feeder for the El Paso and 
Southwestern system, which now has 
surveyors running a line northward 
‘from Tucson to Hayden.

Man Wanted on Murder Charge Be- 
neved to Be So Traveling in Order 
to Avoid Arrest. 

Believing that Dr. Charles H. Carle- 
ton, disguised as a tramp, is making 
his way about the country on foot in 
order to avoid arrest on a charge of 
murder, Attorney H. T. Morrow of the 
State Medical Board has asked that 
pictures of the physician be sent 
broadcast throughout the West in the 
hope that the physician may be recog- 
nized and arrested.
